IS KILIEDBY UGHTNINS 

Worst f.lectriral S(4inu In Bavaral 
Years Sweeps Over Bourbon Cean- 
ty— Saveral Balltfava Straek. 

Paris, Ky., July 10.— .Mm. Annie Mc- 
I'heney, wife of Robert McPheney, llv-- 
Ing on the farm of T, 1. Hcdmononfha 
Jackstown pike, was killed by a Stroke 
of lightning which partially demoUph- 
ed the MoPheney home late Wednes- 
day during one of the worst electrical 
storms which has visited Bourbon 
county In several years. 

A comer ot the residence occupied 
by the Redmon family waa torn oB by 
another atroke ot lightning, but none 
of the family was hurt 

The storm, Which seemed to be local 
in character, lasted for more than an 
hour, flooding the street ot this city 
and greatly benefitting growing crops. 
Little damage Is . reported from - the 
wind which accompanied the rain, al- 
though several buildings were jtruck 
by lightning. 

Mrs. Pearl Deavers, of Fifteenth 
street was stunned by lightning which 
struck nearby during tho storm. She 
was unconscious for an hour and a 
half.

RACE TREATY IS 
RATIFIED BY THE 
GERMANASSEMBLY 

Ekert SI«Be4 Bfll Welaeeiay HifM 
and It wni Be Behtfaet to 
AUlea luNdMrtjr. . 

Versailles, July 10.— omdal notin- 
catlon ot the ratlQcatlon of the peace 
treaty by the Oerman National Assem- 
bly was given to tho Peace confer- 
ence Thursday morning. 

rrcBldent Ebert Higiied the bill rati- 
fying the peace treaty at 8 o'clock 
Wednesday night, and the document Is 
on Its way to VorHailleB. 

The (iennan national assejubly 
plalnh ili']iiiiiistraliMl Wednesday that 
It wanteil to iMjiniilcte the unpleasant 
task of ralifvlng the treaty quickly 
and without ohscnrlng the measure la 
any way with qualifying resolutions. 
At the opening of the session the Con- 
servatives Introduced a resolution 
which would have made ratlfloatlon 
dependent upon the Judgment of rec- 
ognized authorities In International 
law as to whether the proposed inter- 
national court could Institute trlal'and 
could, with retroactive Jurladlotlon 
and authority. Impose penalties whlcb 
had not heretofore been prescribed in 
intemational law. The resolution Wjaa 
aimed at the enforcement ot Artiolea 
227 to 230, inclusive, ot the Peace 
treaty (providing tor the trial ot the 
former emperor and other Oemttnb 
accused of caualng the war or of vlo- 
latlona of the rulea of war. tt alao 
provided for the establlahment of a 
neutral court to pass upon the auaa- 
tlon of responalblUty for the conflict 
The bill ratifying the treaty paeaed 
the first reading and then a recess wa» 
taken to give the parties an opportiw- 
Ity to discuss tre resolution. After IB 
minutes the aasembaly reconvened and 
Dr. Schlfter, national liberal leader 
and' former minister of finance stated 
that be regretted the Introduction of 
the resolution, as it would only serve . 
to confuse the situation. The Conser- 
vatives defended the resolution, but It 
was decisively beaten. The treaty bill 
was then taken up and (jnickly passed 
on 'he second ;uHi Ihii'd readings, with 
tho opposition couiiiig from Demo- 
crats, N'alional Liberals and Conserva- 
tives. Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, former 
minister of finance; Frederlch von 
Payer, former imperial vice chancel- 
lor, and a tew other Democrats voted 
for ratification.

• H we are to demand and expect law and order among the masses 
of the American people-among the less inteUigent and least in- 
formed-we must demand and secure observance of law and order 
in both letter and spirit among people "higher up," especially among 
those in official position. If we are to have respect lor government 
among the masses, we must have respect for government among those 
who are specially charged Avith administration of the law. Those 
who would teach loyalty to American institutions must themselves 
set an example in loyalty by strict adherence to the.ftindame^tala ot 
our republican form of government. 

These arc general observations, bat they have specific appUca- 
tion to conditions au.l prol.loms now confront iuR the American peo- 
ple There is abroad in the land a spirit of holshevism, which, though 
maiiifested by a small minority, is now for the first time a menace to 
our institutions. The exhibition of that spirit in the bombmg out- 
rages ia the leastw of its evils. Its more menacing aspects are seen 
in the underlying disposition to ignore and evade law. to defy lega 
requirements and to set up individual will against duly constituted 

authority. , , , , 

"And it is not surprising that such a tendency should be pn 
valent. We have had for too frequently in the past six years ex 
hibitions of substitution of individual -will for orderly and lawfu 
procedure One of the earliest instances came during the specuil 
session of Congress following the inauguration of the Democratic 
administration. Congress whs then revisin- the tariff laws and many 
men connected with the productive American enterprise came person- 
ally or sent their representatives to protest to Congress against leg- 
islation destructive of American industry. Can it be that the pro 
posal to "hang them higher tluu. llanian'' was the initiation of a 
policy of violeiloe from whic hthe nation suffers today / ^^ hat choice 
is there between hanging and bombinbt Is one a greater crime 
than the other, and, if so, why? "' 

"The Aiperican people have not forgotten the occasion on which 
certain organizations having control of trains made demands for 
immediate increase in wages, threatening as an alternative the ces- 
sation of transportation with resultant halting of industry, destruc- 
tion of business, scarcity of food in cities, suffering from want, and, 
probably, loss of life. This demand had support and co-operation 
from men in position of high authority. With what consistency can 
those men now denounce the bolshevist whose threat of force takes 
a somewhat different form though less formidable and fearful in its 
consequences t 

We have seen in more recent times a seizure of the cables and 
wires on the pretext of war necessity— a pretext which was no corro- 
boration convincing to the minds of the American people. So far as 
yet appears, that seizure resulted in no good to the country, no pro- 
motion of the war, no improvement of service. To all appearance s 
it was an ettibition of a disposition to exercise power for the en- 
forceme^nt of pcrsnfd views on peration of public utilities. It was 
subversin of the spirit of the law. How can the men who thus dealt 
with private property in one instance condemn others who deal in 
their own individual way with other private property of still other 
proprietors! 

Instances of this kind mif-'ht l.c imiltiplied hut these are suf- 
ficient to illustrate the principle herein set forth that those who 
would effectively preach respect for law and order must themselves 
praAtioe it

Iti is estimated that one automobile replaces from three to six 
horses, and as there were a]ipioximately 3„')00,000 automobiles li-

In 1010 it was announced that there were 18,000,000 horses in 
the United States, and the estimate lor 1918 allows for an incren'ie 
to 21,563,000, despite the enormous increase in the number of automo 
biles in these eight years. Trucks have replaced the horses in cities 
and^even in rural communities, and tractors havi taken his place 
upon the farms, yet Dohhin still seems to fit many uses and he si 111 
cdmmands high prices for racing and show purposes. The ho se 
is- a ntiisanoe in city streets, especially in traffic congestion, and he 
is less clean and sanitary than an automobile, but he fits into a great 
many places that an automobile will not be able to take away from 
hfaoL, '

There was a large attendance of 
members ot the State Y. .M c. A. at 
the annual meeting held in the audi- 
torium of the Louisville Central Y. .\1 
C. A. building. Friday. March 14. Pres- 
ident 1.. L. Anderson ot Louisville was 
in the chair. 

The topic for the morniiiK discus- 
sion was, "The Interpretation of War

The state orop report aa ot^uly 
first Issued by State Commiseloner ot 
Agriculture Mat 8. OOhen,. follows: 

No day Is long enough for the farm- 
ers at thlB busy season of the year 
with everything coming at once. La- 
bor Bhortape Is acute. Wet weather 
durlni': May (leliiycil planting so that 
Bome planting Is yet lioln^ done; com 
and tobacco need cuUivniion; hay 
harx-est on hand; wheat harvest near- 
Ing completion with about 17 per cent, 
of crop uncut on July 1st. Some 
wheat sproutlnp In shook, nnd little 
threshluK has been done Init early 
estlmntos on yield ot wlicat would In- 
dicate an average of 14.9 bushels per 
acre which is an increase over last 
year's first eBtimates. This would give 
a prospective production of over IB 
million bushels In Kentucky this year 

Progress of growth of corn Is good. 
It 1b needing iiuitivatlon badly. Con- 
dition shows at 80 per cent. Condition 
of oate shows at 88 per cent, with a 
preliminary eatimated yield of 24 bu- 
shels per aore aa compared with 26 
bushels laat year. Barly estimate on 
rye la 14 bushels per aore while Bar- 
ley's average la given at 24 'bushels 
per acre. Barley aoreage la about two 
per cent. less than laat year. 

Condition of Hurley tobaooo la given 
at 80 per cent, while Dark tobacco 
shows at 81 per cent 

TIeld of hay is estimated at m tons 
per acre. Condition of grassee fol- 
low: Clover 93 per oent Orchard 
grass 93 per cent Blue grass US per 
cent. Pastures are reported to be ex- 
cellent. 

Acreage of cow peas Is given at 82 
per cent, which Is considerably lees 
than last year partially owing to high 
cost and .scarcity of seed. Condition Is 
qlven at 85 per cent. Soy beans show 
nn acreage ot 88 per cent and condi- 
tion of 85. 

Alfalfa acreage shows a considera- 
ble Increase, same being 99 per cent 
while the estimated yield per acre of 
first cutting Is 1% tons. 

Garden conditions show at 8i per 
cent., potatoes at 87 par cent. 

Fruits are a short crop showing 
from failure in certain localities to 
crops In otheds. Black barriea show 
at 101 per cent 

Live stock is reported in good heal- 
thy condition, 96 per cent, of normal, 
while poultry shows at 93 per cent. 

Speoifle report aa to the North East 
section ot the state la as follows: 

FVior weeks ct dry weather has 
caused crops to be backward. Season- 
able weather latter part of June has 
helped crops coneiderably. Winds 
and rains have damaged wheat.

BRITISH DIRIGIBLESTARTS 
ON THE HOMEWARD TRIP 

Big Ship of the Air Left Long Isbwd 
On Return to England Wednes. 
day Evening. 

Mlneola, L. I., July 10.— The British 
dirigible n-34, which left on the re- 
turn voyage to England at midnight, 
was about 30 miles out at 6:30 a. m. 

A inossaKc from the airship receiv- 
ed at the iiavai radio station here at 
that hour save her position at 40:16 
north latitude and 67.50 west longi- 
tude. That would locate her aliout 160 
miles southwest of Sidney, N. C, and 
300 miles directly east of Mlneola. 

Shortly after the R-34'8 getoway 
she reported a speed of 66 miles an 
hour. 

The decision to start last night In- 
stead of waiting until 4 a. m.. today 
was reached by Major O. H. Scott, 
commander, at 10:16 p. m. It waa 
occasioned by a weather bureau bul- 
letin, urging haate becaaaa of the ap- 
proach ot a storm. Brigadier Gen- 
eral Maltlaad, only BrlUsh officer 
absent from Roosevelt Field, was eum- 
monedhaatUy by tolepho^ 

A 16-pouBd tack ot mail was placed 
aboard. Uaitlud came aboard at 
11:80 and Lieutenant J. J. Quinn gave 
the signal to the 600 men clinging to 
the guy ropes and gondolaa to owing 
her around to bead into the wind. 

The airship waa turned slowly un 
til she pointed directly toward New 
York City, at 11:40. "AH clear" was 
signaled, and the hydrogen gas, 
which had been flowing Into the bal- 
loonettes, was cut off. At 11:66 bells 
tinkled throughout the length ot the 
craft. Then: "Let go!" The R-34'b 
last tie was severed and she slowly 
urusu about 2b fuet, hesitated, then 
rose again to fully 800 feet. The eu- 
glnea were started and she moved ma- 
leetlcaUy toward Manhatan.
